The annual report for the fiscal year 


• ending Aug. 31, as submitted by Busi- 
ness Manager C. E. Stewart, jr., to 
the board of directors of the Florida 
Oitrus Exchange showed the year to 
hare been the biggest in the history 
of the co-operative organization, in 
point of number of boxes of fruit 
handled, number of local associations 
affiliating, number of northern mar- 
kets In which fruit was sold. 


The exchange handled 32 1-4 per 


«ent of the crop of the state; and 
figures showed the organization to be 
.growing considerably faster than the 
increase of the state's-citrus crop. 


In its effort constantly to widen the 


distribution 
of its 
fruit, sixty-four 


new northern markets were opened 
;and carload sales effected. 
Eleven 


new exchange packing houses are now 
under construction in various south 
Florida localities .and the volume of 
fruit which the exchange will handle

-during the coming season, exclusive

.Standard Growers' Exchange, is es- 
timated at a very large increase over 
the last season. When to 
this is 


.added the large holdings which the

The matter of preparing the city 


block as a park was discussed at the 
regular meeting of the city commis- 
sion this week, the board of trade 
trade meeting being adjourned that 
the members of the board of trade 
might attend the commission meet- 
ing to discuss the proposition with the 
commissioners. 


In tlie discussion of the matter it 


was brought out that all preliminary 
arrangements can be completed in 
two weeks. Included in these pre- 
liminary preparations will 
be 
the 


moving of the bandstand, which will 
have to be moved soon any \vay to 
premit the covering off the canafc 
the moving of the city pound to the 
present location of the old jail on 
Lytle avenue, the clearing away of all 
pipes and supplies, which will 
be 


moved to the lot on which the light 
plant is located, and the moving of 
the buildings, except the jail and the 
building in which the fire fighting 
apparatus is stored. 


The ground will be thoroughly clear- 


ed and graded by the street gang and 
put in as good condition as possible 
by the time of the opening concert by 
the band. 


Later the work of laying out the 


grounds for the planting of trees, 
plants and grass will be undertaken 
and a cement sidewalk will be laid 
by the city on all four sides of the 
block. The plans of the city commis- 
sion contemplate that the new park 
shall be made a

Severe penalties may be imposed for 
infractions of the game laws. 


The open season is still sometime 


away, the game laws forbidding the 
killing of deer and birds before No- 
vember 20th, but in order that none 
may plead 
ignorance 
many news- 


papers are publishing the following 
synopsis of the law: 


Under the law, the open season for 


all game commences on November 20 
and extended to February 15 of the 
following year—making a period of 
eighty-eight days. Residents of Flor- 
ida'may procure a hunter's license, 
good only for the county in which 
they live, for $1.25; but the fee for 
each additional county will be $3.50. 
For all non-residents the cost of the 
license for each county in which they 
desire to hunt will be $25. The max- 
imum amount of game allowed each 
gun per dr.y is one deer, two turkeys, 
twenty quitl. and twenty-five birds 
of other varieties.

jarty of three or more the limit of 
game such party may take during the

CROWDED CONDITIONS FACE 


PUBLIC SCHOOL AT OPENING 


Addition! Teachers Must be Obtained and More Room Pro- 


vided if Satisfactory Work la to Be Carried on in the 


New Smyrna Public Schools This Year. 


With an enrolement of practically 


60 more the first day than there was 
at the end of the first week last year, 
the New Smyrna public schools open- 
ed Monday morning facing the serious 
question of providing room in w».ich 
to take care of the large number of 
pupils enrolled. Immediate efforts 
were started to obtain on additional 
teacher to assist with the third grade 
and it is probable still another teacher 
will be required for the grade work. 


With an enrollment of 95 in the 


high school on the opening day. the 
attendance in 
this 
department is 


much larger than ever in its history. 
All indications pointed to a smaller 
enrollment in the high school for this 
year because the senior class last year 
was large and the eighth grade class 
was small. Figuring on this basis 
arrangements were made to carry on 
the work this year with one less in- 
structor than last year. An additional 
instructor has been asked for and 
will be absolutely necessary it' satis- 
factory work is to be done in this de- 
partment this year, as all classes will 
be much larger when the children of 
the winter residents arrive. The en- 
rollment in the high school will pro- 
bably be well over 100 by the end of 
the first month of school and still 
larger by the first of the year. Be- 
cause of the less number of teachers 
in the high school the classes all have 
more pupils than the regulation per- 
mits, all having more than 30 pupils. 


Until the additional teacher is ob- 


tained Principal Goulding has arrang- 
:d for the sections to be divided and 
taken on alternate days, the idea of 
the principal being that the pupils 
will gain more by taking fewer lessons 
in small classes, where individual at- 
tention is possible than more fre- 
quently in large classes where DO in- 
dividual attention is possible. This and 
several other temporary arrangements 
lave been found necessary, but such 
changes are mearly to make satis- 
factory work possible, so important 
at the beginning, and the regular 
routine will be resumed when anoth- 
er teacher is obtained. 


The fact that the enrollment in the 


public school has increased to such-' 
an extent that it will be necessary to 
seek accomodations out of the main 
building for the overflowing shows 


that the time is now ripe for increas- 
ing the size of the public school plant. 
This is no longer merely desirable, 
but It has become absolutely necess 
ary that steps be taken at once to 
issue more bonds to 
enlarge 
the 


school plant. Since it takes over a 
year to get the 
legal process for 


bonding to work and building erected 
it is evident the time to start working 
for increased school facilities is right 
now. 
It can not be put off longer if 


we are not to face more serious con- 
ditions next year. 


The large increase in the public- 


school enrollment shows 
that 
the 


population of New Smyrna has grown 
much more than wey had realized, 
as the increased enrollment in the 
schools is concrete evidence of the 
increase in population. Within an- 
other year it will be impossible to 
accomociate the home children, to say 
nothing of the pupils who come to us 
in the winter. If the enrollment in- 
creases in the same proportion this 
year as it did last year rlie number of 
pupils in attendance in February will 
be about 515. which means we must 
find accomodatious 
for almost 100 


more pupils. 


There are two sections of the first, 


second, fourth and fifth grades and 
another teacher for the (hird graite 
is being sought. It will be necessary 
to make an overflow grade between 
the fifth and sixth grades out of one c f 
the fifth grade sections, and in ah 
probability another teacher will be 
necessary in the seventh and eighth 
grades, in which departmental teach- 
ing is being done. Just where these 
new teachers will be housed wueii 
they are obtained and the new ar- 
rangements 
made, 
has 
not 
vet 


been decided, but the best possible 
arrangements will be made.

ISSUED TO TEACHERS 


COUNTY

CIRCULAR LETTER CALLS AT- 


TENTION TO RULES GOVERNING- 


SCHOOLS. 


In a 
circular letter sent to all 


school principals in the county to be 
read to the members of his faculty. 
County Superintendant C. R. M. Shep- 
pard calls attention to some of the 
essential things to be observed in the 
conduct of the public schools of the 
county this year. Some extracts from 
this circular letter read as follows: 


You are in possession of a list con- 


taining 
the 
names 
of 
the 
state 


adopted books to be used in the re- 
spective grades. You are cautioned 
not to disregard this list. It is law 
and an appeal to this office for per- 
mission to charge will be useless. 
Any teacher who violates the state 
uniform text book law, takes 
the 


chance of having his or her certil- 
cate revoked. Some teachers have a 
tendency to disregard the law and 
assign books at will. Such practice 
wtil not be tolerated longer. 


Under the new text book law, sup- 


plementary readers may 
be used 


along with the basal readers, provided 
however that the basal reader shall 
not be discarded for the supplemen- 
tary 
reader. 
We recommend the 


first 
choice 
supplementary 
reader 


be purchased with the bascal reader, 
the two books to be used alternately 
by days. The same recommendation 
applies to other subjects where a 
iupplementary 
book is necessary. 


Principals and teachers are warned 
against 
overloading children with 


unnecessary 
books 
and 
school 


supplies. A majority of your patrons 
are folks of ordinary means, and ire 
unable in many instances to meet the 
demands of principals and teachers 
for the purchase of books and mateiial 
that are used occasionally. 
Please 


bear this in mind. Remember that a 
great many parents do without actual 
necessities at home in order to pro- 
vide proper books for their children. 
Unnecessary demands, are under such 
circumstances, nothing: short 
of 
a 


crime.

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PLANS FOR HYGENIC 


CLINICS FOR CHILDREN 


Plans for the child hygiene survey 


of the state have been completed and 
the work will start October 1st, Three 
units will be sent irom the United 
Statse public health service to assist 
the state board of health in this work. 


The program is an ambitious one 


and aims to establish a child welfare 
organization throughout the state that 
will include in its activities all phases 
of child life. 


The first unit to arrive will be a 


•dental unit. The work of this unit 
will consist of lectures and demon- 
strations in dental hygiene. The im- 
portance of caring for the teeth will 
be stressed, as will the relation of de- 
cayed teeth to disease. 


Moving pictures will be shown and 


a playlet given by those making up 
the unit. The Importance of the work 
of this unit will be realized when we 
consider that the examination of the 
school children in several counties 
last year revealed the fact that defec- 
tive teeth was first on the list of de- 
fects found. About 80 per cent of all 
children examined were found to have 
defective teeth. 


The other units, consisting o£ a doct- 


tor, a nurse and a microscopist, will 
start in different parts of the state. 
They will begin by the examination 
of the school children and will in- 
augurate a foliow-up system to see 
that the defects revealed by the ex- 
amination are corrected 
whenever 


possible. 


Clinics will be established for the 


instruction of mothers in the proper 
care and feeding of infants. 


Lectures will be held for midwives, 


and instruction given in the proper 
managment of child birth and the im- 
portance of birth regulation. 


The Florida Federation of Women's 


•Clubs is actively r.sristing in the prep- 
aration for the survey and under the 
direction of Mrs. J. W. McCollurn, 
president, am! Miss Elizabeth Skin- 
ner, chairman ofpublic health commit- 
tees, local commitees have been form- 
ed in nearly every cpjnmuuity to help 
make this work permanent.
